A proclamation. 


To the People of the United States: 


The death of Woodrow Wilson, president of 
the 


United States from March 4. 1913, to 
March 4, 1921. 


which occurred at 11:15 o'clock today at his home at 
Washington, District of Columbia, deprives the country 
of a most distinguished citizen, and Is an event which 
causes universal and genuine sorrow. To many of us It 
brings the sense of a profound personal bereavement. 
His eariy profession as a lawyer was abandoned to enter 
academic life. 
In this chosen field he attained the high- 


est rank as an educator, and has ieft his impress upon 
the intellectual thci of the country. 
From the presi- 


dency of Princeton University he was called by his fei- 
Icw citizens to be the chief executive of the state of New 
Jersey. 
The duties of this high office He so conducted 


as to win the confidence of the people of the United 
States, who twice elected him to the chief magistracy of 
the republic. As president of the United States he was 
moved fay an earnest desire to promote the best Inter- 
ests of the country ss he conceived them. His acts were 
prompted by high motives and his sincerity of purpose 
cannot be questioned. He led the nation thru the terrific 
struggle of the world war with a lofty Idealism which 
never faiied him. 
He gave utterance to the aspiration 


of numanity with an eloquence which held the attention 
of all the earth and made America a new and enlarged 
influence in the destiny of mankind. 


In testimony of the respect in which his memory Is 


held by the government and the people of the United 
States. I do hereby direct that the flags of the White 
House and of the severs! departmental buildings be dis- 
played at half-staff for a period of 30 days, and that suit- 
able military and naval honors under orders of the secre- 
tary of war and of the secretary of the navy may be ren- 
dered on the day of the funeral.

A Mother Who Typified 
the Heroic Women of Her Day.

N Bedham, Mass., there to-day* 
stands a house in which a real 
heroine of the Revolution lived. 


She did not load and fire a cannon. 
She did not give her life for her 
country. 
But she served it with 


a loving sacrifice and homely as- 
sistance which helped gain for her 
land its independence. 
For Mrs. Mary Draper, who lived 
on a prosperous farm with her hus- 
band and children, when she first 
heard the call to arms not only 
urged her husband to respond at 
once, but with her own hands 
strapped the knapsack on her six- 
teen-year-old son and bade him de- 
part to join, the colors. 
Her daughter -was distracted to 
think of her young brother going 
to war, but to her remonstrances 
her mother quietly answered, al- 
though her heart was breaking: 
"He is wanted and must go. Tou 
and I. Kate, have also service to 
do. 
Food must be prepared for 
the hunery. For before to-morrow 
night hundreds. I hope thousands, 
will be on their way to join the 
Continental forces. Some who have 
traveled far will need refreshment: 
and you and I. with Molly, must 
feed as many as we can."
